WASHINGTON, May 5 . P)— 
President Truman declared today

WASHINGTON, May 5— Sen- 
ator Robert A. Taft, co-author of 
the controversial Taft- Hartley 
labor law, put forth last night 
his own ideas of how that act 
should be amended. 

He said he would offer his pro- 
posals not as a substitute for the 
Thomas bill pending in the Sen- 
ate but as amendment to it. One 
effect of this would be that, even 
if the Senate accepted all Taft’s 
ideas, the bill would carry the 
name of old New Dealer Elbert 
Thomas (Dem.), Utah, chairman 
of the Labor Committee, and the 
Taft-Hartley symbol would be 
destroyed as campaign material. 
Taft is a candidate for re-election 
to the Senate from Ohio next 
year. 

Choices On Emerfgency Strikes. 

Most important of the Taft 
proposals is that dealing with na- 
tional emergency strikes. Instead 
of the 80-day Taft-Hartley in- 
junctions against striking unions, 
his bill would give the President 
three choices: 

He could seek a 60-day in- 
junction against such a strike. 

He could, instead of asking 
the courts for an injunction, ask 
them for authority to seize the 
business and operate it in the 
name of the Government. There 
would be, as in the case of in- 
junctions, a 60-day limit on Gov- 
ernment seizure. 

He could turn the whole 
thing over to Congress, even if 
that meant caMing a special

Joined by Donnell, Smith. 

Taft was joined in the minority 
report by Senators Smith of New 
Jersey, and Senator Donnell of 
Missouri. 

Donnell appended to his signa- 
ture important reservations. Par- 
ticularly, he reserved the right to 
oppose Government seizure of 
plants in national emergencies; 
abolition of the office of the gen- 
eral counsel of the National Labor 
Relations Board as an independ- 
ent agency; and a requirement 
of the Taft amendments that in- 
quiry boards named by the Presi- 
dent in national emergency dis- 
putes make recommendations for 
settlement. 

There was one big surprise on 
the Republican side: Senator Ives 
of New York did not join in back- 
ing the Taft-Smith-Donnell meas- 
ure. 

Ives, generally regarded as a 
labor relations expert, worked 
closely with Taft for weeks on 
the substitute. Taft is known to 
have counted heavily on Ives’s sup- 


port. 
Difference on Counsel. 

Plant seizure is just as repug- 
nant to management as labor in- 
junctions are to labor. The pow- 
er existed during the war but was 
omitted from the Taft-Hartley 
law. Labor has been exceedingly 
critical of the establishment of 
the post of general counsel to the 
National Labor Relations Board 
as an office independent of the 
board itself. The Taft-Hartley 
Act separated the board and the 
general counsel; the Taft amend- 
ments would make the general 
counsel responsible to the board.

Babies ‘Doing Well,’ 
Problem for Bronx Par- 
ents Is Where They 
Will Put Them. 


NEW YORK, May 5 (AP)—A 
27-year-old Bronx woman, expect- 
ing triplets, gave birth late yester- 
day afternoon to quadruplets—two 


boys and two girls. 

The babies, weighing a total of 
17 pounds, 14 ounces, were placed 
in an incubator and were reported 
“doing well” at Lebanon Hospital. 

The mother, Mrs. Ethel Collins, 
would not believe doctors when 
they told her she had quadruplets. 

“You're crazy,” she said. 

Later she was convinced and 
murmured “My, how wonderful.” 

Her husband, Charleg, 29, a clerk 
in a brokerage firm, said he was 
“amazed, to say the least,” at the 
multiple births. He added that he 
did not know. what he was going 
to do with four new babies in his 
one-bedroom apartment. 

“The thought of three was start- 
ling enough,” he said. The Col- 
linses also have a son, 2% years 
old. 

“My wife and I planned to move 
out of the bedroom,” he explained, 
“put the four kids in there, and 
sleep on the studio couch in the 
living room. 

“But I’m sure the bedroom won't 
take five.” 

Asked if his salary—which he de- 
clined to disclose—would support 
the quadruplets, as well as the 
previous child, the father replied: 
“Who knows?” 

The odds against quadruplets are 
about one in every 551,271 births. 

The father said the babies would 
be named Andrew Raymond, Ed- 
ward Charles, Linda Carol and 
Barbara Ellen. 

The babies, placed in an incu- 
bator, were put on a diet of sugar 
and water, with feedings every 
three hours. 

Late today they’ll begin getting 
a bulk food formula of evaporated 
milk, water and carbohydrates. 

The hospital said all four babies 
were delivered within five minutes. 

First born was a 4pound, 15- 
ounce boy; then followed in order 
a 4-pound, 3-ounce girl; a 5-pound, 
— boy and a 3-pound, 7-dunce 
girl.

TURTHER EASING 
INCOST OF LIVING 


Still in ‘Healthy Disinfla- 
tion’ — Chairman and 
Economic Advisers Re- 
port to Truman.

WASHINGTON, May 5 (AP)— 
President Truman’s top economic 
adviser forecast today “a further 
easing” of the cost of living. Dr. 
Edwin G. Nourse, chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers, said 
“we are still in a period of healthy 
disinflation.” 

Nourse and fellow members of 
the council called at the White 
House to give their monthly re- 
port to Truman on the economic 
picture. 

The written report to the Presi- 
dent was not made public, but 
Nourse told reporters some of the 


|main points in it. 


Nourse said the cost. of living 
was 3.2 per cent under the peak 
of August 1948 but that there was

He declared that, on the whole, 
underlying conditions are strong, 
and added: “We don’t want any 
digging for storm cellers.” 

He attributed a drop in pro- 
duction in part to the scaling 
down of inventories—that is the 
tendency of business men to cut 
down on stocks at a time when 
prices seeém,to be easing.

DETROIT, May 5 (AP)—A 
strike of 65,000 CIO United Auto 
Workers hit Ford Motor Co. at 
noon today. Shortly thereafter ne- 
gotiators broke up a last-minute 
conference in which they had 
hoped to reach a settlement. 

About 62,000 workers streamed 
out of the big Ford Rouge plant, 
control point of the Ford empire. 
Another 3000 walked out of the 
Lincoln-Mercury plant. 

Picket lines were quickly estab- 
lished and there were no disorders. 
The company reported a 52-year- 
old worker was stricken with a 
heart attack just after leaving 


LONDON, May 5 (AP) — Ten 
European nations signed a charter 
today. binding them together in a 
Council of Europe. 

In effect, the charter sets up a 
Parliament and cabinet of Eu- 
rope’s western democracies. The 
founder nations are Britain, 
France, Belgium, The Netherlands, 
Luxembourg, Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark, Italy and Ireland, The 
signing ceremony took place in the 
red-carpeted Queen Anne’s room 
of historic St. James’s Palace. 

Greece and Turkey have applied 
to join the union, and it is ex- 
pected these two will be admitted 
by the time the council holds its 
first session this summer at 
Strasbourg, France. 

Britain’s Labor government, 
meanwhile, paved the way for the 
appointment of Winston Churchill 
as a delegate to the Council, The 
Labor government had not con- 
sidered Conservative leaders An 
setting up the British delegation. 
Churchill, head of the Conserva- 
tives and the wartime Prime Min- 
ister, leads a movement for a 
United States of Europe.

The strike was the first major 
shutdown in the auto industry 
since last May.

In other words, the 
union believed too much work 
was being required of too few 
men. Ford denied this, contend- 
ing the lines were going at the 
normal rate and demanded that 
the union submit the issue to ar- 
bitration. The company said the 
union’s refusal to do this was a 
Violation of the contract.

for Foreign Ministers’ 


Lifting of Restrictions 
on German Capital. 


‘By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 
WASHINGTON, May 5 (AP)— 
The Russian blockade of Berlin 


will be lifted May 12 under a Big 
Four agreement formally an- 
nounced today. The Western pow- 
ers’ counter-blockade of the So- 
viet zone of Germany will be end- 
ed at the same time. 

The four-power Council of For- 
eign Ministers will meet in Paris 
May 23 “to consider questions re- 
lating to Germany, and problems 
arising out of the situation in 
Berlin, including also the ques- 
tion of currency in Berlin.” 

The joint communique, climax- 
ing more than two months of in- 
tense negotiation, was issued si- 
multaneously in Moscow, London, 
Paris and Washington—as well as 
in New York where the Berlin 
deal was worked out at the head- 
quarters of the United Nations. 

N, Advised of Step. 

A copy of the statement was 
handed to U.N. Secretary General 
Trygve Lie. He also was given a 
letter from the Western powers 
asking him to advise the U.N. Se- 
curity Council “that agreement 
has been reached among the four 
Powers regarding the blockade.” 
The three Western powers sub- 
mitted the Berlin dispute to the 
Council last Sept. 26. 

It will require the full week 
from ngw to May 12 to make the 
complicated arrangements for re- 
storing iormal rail, highway and 
barge traffic between Germany’s 
first city and the western occupa- 
tion zones. 

The communique confirmed re- 
Ports from London yesterday that 
the blockade would be lifted May 
12, with the foreign minsters’ con- 
ference following 11 days later. 

Text of Announcement. 

The communique said: 

“The governments of France, the 
U.S.S.R., the United Kingdom and 
the United States have reached 
the following agreement: 

“1. All the restrictions imposed 
since March 1, 1948, by the gov- 
ernment of the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics on communi- 
cations, transportation and trade 
between Berlin and the western 
zones of Germany and between 
the eastern zone and the western 
zones will be removed on May 
12, 1949. 

“2. <All the restrictions im- 
posed since March 1, 1948, by the 
governments of France, the 
United Kingdom and the United 
States, or any one of them, on 
communications, transportation 
and trade between Berlin and 
the eastern zone and between 
the western and eastern zones 
of Germany will also be removed 
on May 12, 1949. 

“3. Eleven days subsequent to 
the removal of the restrictions 
referred to in paragraphs one 
and two, namely, on May 23, 
1949, a meeting of the Council of 
Foreign Ministers will be con- 
vened in Paris to consider ques- 
tions relating to Germany, and 
the problems arising out of the 
situation in Berlin, including 
also the question of currency in 
Berlin.” 

Unusual Stow of Harmony. 

The lifting of the blockade was 
the result of nearly three months 
of informal conversations which 
began with a casual meeting be- 
tween United States Ambassador- 
at-Large Philip Jessup and Rus- 
sia’s U.N. Delegate Jacob Malik 
last Feb. 15. Sir Alexander Ca- 
dogan of Britain and Jean Chau- 
vel of Frakce joined the talks for 
the first time yesterday. 

A statement issued after that 
meeting disclosed that final agree- 
ment had t-2n reached. It re- 
mained only for the Moscow, Lon- 
don, Paris and Washington gov- 
ernments to give final approval to 
the arrangements and agree on 
the release of today’s communique, 

The official announcement is an 
extraordinary display of harmony 
after more than a year of tension 
and conflict — sometimes marked 
by fears of actual war. The state- 
ment marks the beginning of the 
end of one of the most critical 
situations in the postwar struggle

port to Congress. If Congress is 
not meeting, he “shall” call a 
special session to consider the case. 

In addition, the President, any 
time after issuing his proclama- 
tion, may direct the Attorney Gen- 
eral to petition a federal court for 
either an injunction, or authority 
for the President to seize and 
operate the industry, or both. 

If the judge agrees that the 
dispute threatens the national 
health or safety, he may issue the 
injunction, authorize the seizure, 
or take both actions, or “make 
such other orders as may be 
appropriate.” 

After court action, the parties 
shall make every effort to settle 
their differences, 

At the end of 60 days after the 
issuance of the President's orig- 
inal proclamation, the court action 
must be dissolved, even if the dis- 
pute remains unsettled. That is. 
the injunction must be dismissed 
and the seized properties must be 
returned to the owners. 

When the dispute is finally set- 
tled, the President makes a full 
report to Congress. 

The Taft-Hartley Act provides 
for a “board of inquiry” and for 
injunctions lasting up to 80 days. 
It does not provide for seizure or 
for special sessions of Congress, 
and prohibits the board from mak- 
ing any recommendations. 

The Wood bill is substantially 
like the Taft-Hartley Act, although 
it contains some changes in pro- 


cedure. 

The Truman bill contains no au- 
thority for injunctions, seizure or 
penalties. It provides for a 30-day 
voluntary cooling-off period and a 
board which is empowered to rec- 
ommend a settlement. 


THE LABOR BOARD. 

The new Taft bill would abolish 
the independent office of general 
counsel of the National Labor Re- 
“ations Board, with his authority 
to prosecute unions and employers 
for unfair labor practices and to 
seek temporary injunctions in 
such cases. 

The Taft bill would also increase 
the board itself from five to seven 
members. 

The board could apply for tem- 

porary injunctions pending a de- 
cision in a case—as can the gen- 
eral counsel under the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act. But the Taft-Hartle} pro- 
vision making it mandatory to 
apply for an injunction whenever 
a.union is prosecuted on a “sec- 
ondary boycott” charge would be 
abolished. 
The Wood bill would keep the 
general counsel’s office, together 
with his injunction authority, but 
would eliminate the “mandatory” 
injunction provision.

The Taft Bill would keep the 
Taft-Hartley provision requiring 
union officers to file non-Commu- 
nist oaths before their unions can 
get any help from the NLRB. But 
it would extend the requirement 
to company officers as well. And 
it would also apply to members 
of union “policy forming and gov- 
erning bodies,” and employer rep- 
resentatives who have “responsi- 
bility for the employer's labor re- 
lations.” 

In another new feature, the 
Taft bill would require all those 
union and company officers to 
swear that they do not support 
any organization “seeking by force 
or violence to deny other persons 
their rights under the Constitution 
of the United States.” 

The Wood bill keeps the present 
provision and simply extends it 
to employers and corporation of- 
ficers. 

The Truman bill contains no 
anti-Communist provision. 

MEDIATION SERVICE. 

The Taft bill would keep the 
present Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service as an inde- 
pendent agency. So would the 
Wood bill. The Truman bill would 
return it to the Department of 
Labor under the name United 
States Conciliation Service. 


SECONDARY BOYCOTTS. 


(Definition: A union attempt to 
bring pressure on a company by 


having the employes of another | 


company refuse to handie the first 
company’s goods.) 

The Taft bill relaxes the Taft- 
Hartley Act bar on secondary boy- 


cotts by permitting such a boycott | 


where “struck work” is involved. 
The Taft bill says it shall be legal 
for a union to induce employes to 
refuse to perform “work which 
because of a current labor dispute 
between another employer and 
his employe is, for the duration of 
such dispute, no longer being per- 
formed by the employes of such 
other employer.” 

The Wood bill permits some 
boycotts of “struck work” but 
doesn’t go nearly so far as the 
Taft bill. 

The Truman bill would permit 
all types of secondary boycott ex- 
cept where the union’s purpose is 
to beat out another union. 

UNFAIR LABOR PRACTICES. 

The Taft bill would continue 
most of the Taft-Hartley bars 
against unfair labor practices by 
unions and employers. But it 
would abolish one bar against un- 
ions—the bar against “featherbed- 
ding”—that is, trying to exact 
money from an employer for work 
not to be performed, 

The Wood bill continues the 
“featherbedding” bar and the oth- 
er unfair labor practice provisions. 

The Truman bill continues most 
of the bars on employer conduct 
but eliminates most of the bars on 
unions. 

WELFARE FUNDS. 

The Taft bill, like the Taft- 
Hartley Act, would regulate union 
welfare funds but no longer re- 
quire that there be joint control 
if the employer does not want it. 
Also, the Taft bill says the Secre- 
tary of Labor shall review all wel- 
fare fund agreements, and if he

Shaw 
was the principal speaker on what 
amounted to graduation day to 
the students of revolutionary doc- 
trine. 

“He stated he had just come 
from the national committee meet- 
ing called by the national board,” 
Younglove testified. “At that 
meeting, he said a representative 
of Stalin spoke who said that war 
Was hear and may come at’ any 
time, and that we must be pre- 
pared to go underground. 

“That was Shaw quoting the 
other many’ Younglove continued.

BERLIN, May 5 (AP)—The 


| Western Powers, victorious in the 


cold battle for Berlin, come now 
to the greater struggle for all of 
Germany. 

Many international observers 
here believe that a victory for 
the westerners in this struggle 
would shatter the Russians’ iron 
curtain. Eastern Europe tradition- 
ally depends heavily on Germany 
for the supplies it needs—supplies 
which it is doubtful Russia alone 
can provide. 

Russia’s failure to attain its 
goal of driving the Western Pow- 
ers from Berlin with the blockade 
obviously spells a Western victory 
in the Berlin phase. 

Policy Shift . 

The next phase will open with 
the forthcoming four-power meet- 
ings in Paris. Many top American 
officials in Germany expect the 
Russians, at the Paris meetings, 
will shift from a policy of obstruc- 
tion to one of foxy, limited co- 
operation, designed to give them 
the strongest possible voice in a 
central Germah government merg- 
ing the eastern and western zones. 

These officials predict the So- 
viet bargainers will make certain 
concessions, even to the point of 


allowing satellite nations to seek | 


renewed economic ties with the 
West to relieve economic distress 
before they become too restive. 

Russia, these Americans believe, 
realizes its get-tough policy with 
the West has failed. So they look 
for a leavening of this policy de- 
signed to strengthen the propa- 
ganda hands of Communist parties 
in- Western Europe, and to wangle 
Communists into influential posi- 
tions in a central German gov- 
ernment. 

These are not unanimous views, 
however.

Bill to End Control of School of Mines by 
Middlebush Fails to Pass

JEFFERSON CITY, May 5— 
The controversial Rucker bill, to 
take administrative control of the 
the Missouri School of Mines and 
Metallurgy at Rolla away from 
officials of the University of Mis- 
souri, at Columbia, failed of pas- 
sage in the House today. 

The vote was 64 ayes to 40 noes, 
the favorable vote falling 14 short 
of the required 78 for House pas- 


sage. 
The bill, outgrowth of a long- 
standing controversy between a 
faction of School of Mines su 
porters at Rolla, and the uni 
sity officials, would have placed 
administrative control of the Rolla 
school in its director, subject only 
to the Board of Curators at the 
University of Missouri. The School 
of Mines is a branch of the univer- 


sity. 
Effect on Curators. 

The Curators would have been 
prohibited from delegating any 
authority over*the School of Mines 
or its faculty to any person or of- 
ficial other than the director of 
the School of Mines. 

This would have eliminated any 
control of the School of Mines by 
Dr. Frederick A. Middiebush, 
president of the university, or by 
Leslie Cowan of Columbia, assist- 
ant to Dr. Middlebush. 

Considerable lobbying pressure 
for and against the bill has been 
evident and it was debated with 
some heat for more than an hour 
before the vote was taken. House 
members defeated a motion to re- 
cess, shouting, “Let’s get through 
with it.” 

Representative B. H. Rucker of 
Rolla, sponsor of the bill, said it 
was intended to take control of 
the Rolla school away from the 
University officials. 

Usefulness Curtailed. 

“Leslie Cowan and Middlebush 
are running the school,” Rucker 
said. “Usefulness of the School of 
Mines has been curtailed and some 
of the departments of the school 
have been moved to the univer- 
sity,” Rucker said. 

“Most of the heat put on here 
has come from graduates of the 
university who don’t know any- 
thing about the situation.” 

University officials were defend- 
ed by Representative James P. 
Boyd of Paris. “The university 
can not be an institution of great 
influence,” he said, “so long as a 
few people from Rolla are permit- 


ted to fight the university. With- 
out one centralized head you can 
not have a great university.” 


Accrediting of Rolla School to Be 
Deferred. 


Action on accrediting the me- 
chanical and chemical engineer- 
ing departments of the Missouri 
School of Mines at Rolla will be 
deferred “until such time as im- 
provement of facilities, staff and 
morale is a little farther along,” 
Henry T. Heald, head of the ac- 
crediting committee of the En- 
gineers’ Council for Professional 
Development, wrote in a letter 
made public today. 

The letter was released here by 
the school’s alumni association, 
many of whose members opposed 
the Rucker bill for separation of 
the school administratively from 
the University of Missouri 
Co'’umbia, killed today. 

The fact that certain depart- 
ments of the_Rolla school were 
not accredited was a priincipal 
point at issue between those who 
favored and those who opposed 
separation.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 5—Re- 
peal of the King-Thompson public 
utility no-strike law and substitu- 
tion of a less drastic act retaining 
some of the basic provisions of 
the King-Thompson law, is pro- 
posed in a revised bill reported 
out favorably last night -by the 
House Committee on Labor. 

The new bill calls for retaining 
the present state board of media- 
tion, provides for compulsory me- 
diation of labor disputes between 
a utility and its emplayes, and 
keeps the present authority for 
‘the Governor to take over and 
operate a utility during a dispute. 


It would eliminate the drastic 
King-Thompson penalties ranging 


_— 


‘up to $10,000 a day for violation of |. 


no-strike and no-lockout provi- 
sions of the present law and the 
loss of senority rights for utility 


employes engaging in a strike or! 


work stoppage. The new bill also 
would abolish the present specific 


bar on work stoppages or strikes |, 


dm an essential public utility serv- 
ice. 

The new bill, as revised in a 
committee session that continued 
until midnight, is considerably 
stronger than was expected from 
‘the committee, largely made up of 
labor representatives in the House. 


It represents a compromise with 
demands by labor leaders for out- 
right repeal of the King-Thomp- 
son law and Democratic promises 
to labor for repeal of laws op- 
posed by organized labor. 

Bills calling for outright repeal 
‘of the King-Thompson law, and 
the Madison law barring jurisdic- 
tional and sympathy strikes, 
secondary boycotts and strikes 
against Government, are pending 
an both houses. 


TESTIMONY GIVEN 


There have been increasing in- 
dications that a bill calling for 
outright repeal of the King- 
Thompson law could not be 
‘passed. Some labor leaders who 
wriginally favored outright repeal 
are reported to be willing to ac- 
wept a modification of the no- 
Strike law, especially as to the 
heavy penalties and elimination of 
the bar on the right to strike. 

The committee last night recom- 
ended adoption ¥: eight amend- 
“ments to the pending Cooper bill, 
Bs & Means of repealing the King- 
Thompson Act and re-enacting a 
dess drastic utility labor measure. 

Vance Julian, chairman of the 
present state board of mediation, 
‘was largely instrumental in per- 
guading the committee to recom- 
mend provisions for compulsory 
‘Mediation and retention of the 
power granted by the King- 
Thompson law for the Governor 
to take over and operate a utility 
threatened with a work stoppage. 

Julian told the committee that 
he was not for repeal of the pres- 
ent law, but that if changes were 
to be made the new act should 
include the mediation and state- 
seizure powers. 

The amendment recommended 
by the committee on seizure pro- 
vides that if the parties to a 
utility labor dispute do not agree 
to accept terms and conditions of 
a settlement recommended by an 
emergency Mediation board, the 
Governor may, in his discretion, 
take charge of and operate the 
utility, on the terms recommended 
by the board, until such time as 
the parties agree on a settlement 
of the dispute. 


The committee-approved amend- 
ment on compulsery mediation 
» would give the Board of Mediation 
power to require parties to a labor 
dispute to appear before the 
board, under subpena if necessary, 
to mediate the dispute. It would 
enable the board to require the 
parties to continue to attend 
board sessions until the dispute 
was settled, or it appeared to the 
board that mediation had failed. 
A limit of 60 days is ‘fixed for 
such mediation.

IN BANKRUPTCY OF 


Spent $14,000 of Cor- 
porate Funds to Build 
House for Himself. 


Men in shirtsleeves and women 
in howseGdresses overtaxed the 
courtroom of Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy William O’Herin today to 
learn what had become of the 
housés they were trying to finance 
through the bankrupt Edwards 


Homes, Inc. 

They were moved to wry laugh- 
ter as the testimony of David C. 
Gleeson, self-styled “dummy incor- 
porator” of several related corpo- 
rations and bookkeeper for the 
bankrupt firm, revealed that one 
of the corporate officers had spent 
$14,000 of corporate income to 
build a home for himself in a St. 
Louis suburb. The officer was not 
named. 

Edwards Homes, Inc., was only 
one of about five corporations in- 
volved in a program of supplying, 
marketing and financing prefabri- 
cated home in this area. The oth- 
ers listed by Gleeson included 
Builders, Inc.; Economy Homes, 
Inc.; Lumber, Inc., located in Ala- 
bama, and Vendors, Inc. 

Gleeson, who lives at 5581 En- 
right avenue, said he drew his 
total salary of $300 a month from 
four of the companies. The vol- 
untary petition in bankruptcy of 
Edwards Homes, Inc., filed April 
12, listed assets of $15,366 and Ra- 
bilities of $30,127. The schedules 
were signed by Edward 8S. Mon- 
roe, president. 

Income of the bankrupt firm 
since its incorporation last June 
totaled $75,000 for the _ eight 
months ending in January, ac- 
cording to the witness. He said 
nothing was received afte that 
month. 

Gleeson testified he helped to in- 
corporate the bankrupt firm and 
corporation Builders, Inc. The 
first had a capitalization of $50,- 
000, of which only $1000 had been 
paid in cash, he said. Its stock, 
listed at $100 a share, Was held by 
officers, he said. Of the $50,000 
capitalization of Builders Inc., he 
said, only $510 represented cash 
paid in.

TO TAKE OVER, CRUCE SAYS| 


Missouri ‘on Verge’ of Breakdown in Law 
Enforcement, House G.O.P. Floor | 
Leader Charges.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 5 — 
Charges that Missouri “is on the 
verge of a wholesale breakdown in 
law enforcement” were made here 
today by State Representative W. 
D. Cruce of El Dorado Springs, 
Republican minority floor leader 

in the House. 

Cruce said gambling places were 
operating in St. Louis without de- 
tection by the police and control 
of the Kansas City Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners had fallen into 
the hands of Charles Binaggio, 
north side Democratic boss in 
Kansas City. 

“The boys with the green eye- 
shades who hover over the green- 
topped, tables are just about ready 
to take over,” Cruce asserted in 
a prepared statement, 

“Let’s look at the record. In 
the city of St. Louis, where the 
Governor has a new police board 
that is Democratic, and the new 
city administration is Democratic, 
we see the amazing spectacle of 
a minister of the Gospel finding 
gambling places and other spots 
violating the law, that the police 
department knew nothing about.” 

Reference to Pastor. 

His reference was to the anti- 
vice crusade in St. Louis by the 
Rev, Holland B. London, pastor of 
First Church of the Nazarene. 

“Only Tuesday of this week,” 
Cruce said, “the reins of the Kan- 
sas City police board, also Demo- 
cratic, fell into the hands of 
Charles Binaggio, when the Gov- 
ernor announced the appointment 
of two new board members, one 
being J. L. Milligan, also named 
president. 

“Milligan has been and is 
aligned with the Binaggio-Clark-

friend of Binaggio. Binaggio and 
his friends went to bat for the 
Governor last year and Tuesday 
was the payoff. We now can look 
forward to many strange and 
wonderful things happening in 
Kansas City.”

CRIMINAL CASES 


WAND OFFICE OF 
CRGUIT ATTORNEY 


Jammed Dockets Due in 
Part to Lack of Per- 
‘sonnel, Prosecutor’s 
‘Get Tough’ Policy. 


The administration of criminal 
justice in St. Louis is being 
swamped under one of the heaviest 
case loads in the history of the 
Circuit Attorney’s office, a survey 
by the Post-Dispatch today 
showed. 

The condition of jammed dock- 
ets is attributable in large meas- 
ure to a lack of sufficient person- 
nel in the prosecutor’s office and 
a “get tough” policy of refusing 
to hand out lenient workhouse 
sentences for major offenses. 

That the two factors above are 
not the sole contributors to the 
situation is revealed by the fact 


that 892 warrants have been is- 


sued since the first of this year 
as compared with 729 in the same 
perigd of last year, an increase of 
163 cases. 

In addition, grand jury indict- 
ments since the first of the year 
have totaled 84 in contrast with 
the 26 returned in the comparable 
Period last year. 

Illustrative of the congestion of 
trial dockets is that of one of the 
three criminal divisions of the Cir- 
cuit Court—Division 11, presided 
over by Judge Francis E. Williams. 
With only one assistant circuit at-: 
torney, this division has scheduled 
for trial next Monday the follow- 
ing important cases: Frank Hicke 
ey, charged with first degree mur- 
der in the night club killing of a 
student last year; Paul Matorelli, 
the same charge; Charles J. Klika, 
murder first degree in the fatal 
shooting of a newspaper vendor 
on ‘North Grand boulevard last 
year, and Hewitt P. McQuerry, ob- 
taining money by false pretenses 
on a charge that dates back. to 
1947. 

Most; observers agree that one 
prosecttor can try no more than 
one or, at most, two criminal cases 
a week. In addition to this bur- 
den, the prosecutor must handle 
each week the arraignment docket 
when prisoners are called upon to 
plead guilty or not guilty to the 
offenses with which they are 
charged. On the arraignment 
docket of Division 11 for April 14, 
there were 40 defendants. Of these 
12 pleaded guilty and the remaind- 
er pleaded not guilty or obtained 
continuances, In these cages of 
guilty, the prosecutor must be suf- 
ficiently familiar with the case to 
recommend punishmegt to the 
judge.

Key to Mass Production. 
The key to the miracle of mass 


| production in the automotive in- 
| dustry 


is the assembly line, a 
marvelously integrated system de- 
signed to create finished cars in 
one continuous, smooth flowing 
operation. The entire industry is 
geared to it. 

Production moves along the line 


meticulous is the timing, that if 
one factor goes awry the entire 
system is disrupted. It requires 
many days of engineering study 
to perfect the intricate assembly 
line timetable. 

The main line might be com- 
pared to the main line of a rail- 
road, with equally vital feedér 
lines joining it at strategic points. 
So exact is the timing that as a 
chassis moves along the main line 
at a regulated rate of speed, the 
“feeder” lines supply parts at the 
exact instant that they are re- 
quired. Fenders, for example, ar- 
rive magically at hand, painted 
the matching color for the par- 
ticular body under construction. 
Allowance is made also for the 
various types of bodies. 

Rouge Schedule. 

The basic production schedule 
at the B building, at the huge 
River Rouge plant, scene of one 
of the current disputes, calls for 
the completion of 340 Ford auto- 
mobiles every eight hours. The

Covert Opposition. 

When it became evident last

This 
conciliatory attitude made the 
Democratic political atmospherea 
little friendlier, but Truman still 
faces covert opposition that can- 
not be detected by pre-roll call 
polls made by the party whips. 

There are reports that he will 
try “salesmanship” for his pro- 
gram by fireside chats and whis- 
tlestop appearances that were so 
successful during his personal 
campaign. But these appeals di- 
rectly to the voters are not likely 
to force Senators and Representa- 
tives to accept the Administration 
tactic of railroading bills through 
committees without chance of 
compromises within the commit- 
tee. Party discipline, in the House 
and Senate, is not effective enough 
for such high-handed dictation, as 
was shown by the labor relations 
teller and roll call votes. 

Truman himself blundered when 
he publicly announced at a press 
conference last week that votes at 
the Capitol, including votes on the 
Taft-Hartley repealer, would de- 
termine the distribution of party 
patronage. It is standard operat- 
ing practice in politics to make 
such threats or promises in pri- 
vate but in this instance it gave 
the Dixiecrats a welcomed oppor- 
tunity to wave the bloody shirt 
and take the public position that 
they would not sell out their prin- 
ciples for patronage.

It is too early to tell whether 
the organized labor bloc will re- 
taliate on other legislation if the 
Taft-Hartley Act is not drastically 
amended. There were vague 
threats on the floor of the House 
that the urban sectionalists would 
vote against social subsidies to the 
South and even against increased 
farm support prices. The top 
leaders of labor have indorsed the 
Truman economic and social pro- 
grams that would have their 
greatest benefits below the Mason- 
Dixon line. 

Sectionalism is less evident 
among labor organizations than 
among the Congressmen from the 
South and Far West, but if the 
Dixziecrats continue to exercise 
their present balance of power 
there may be a labor demand for 
retaliation.

Zhukov unquestionably is being

sion in the west as part of the 
recent Kremlin shake-up.

From a shifting, uncertain thing, 
it has—with American encourage- 
ment—evolved into one insisting 
on independence, both econoMic 
and politically. 

Iranians generally welcome the 
appearance of the United States 
on their political stage. Torn for 
years between two great empires, 
the Russian and the British, they 
always have sought a strong third 
party to serve as a counterweight. 
Before the first and second world 
wars, Germany was the hoped-for 
mediator. With no territorial am- 
bitions, the United States is in a 
better position than Germany ever 
occupied. 

In playing its important role, the 
United States, however, has been 
subjected to an equal share of 
praise and criticism. Because 
Irahians now identify the govern- 
ment with United States policy, the 
government’s mistakes and failures 
automatically are linked with the 
United States. 

Russian propaganda takes quick 
and damaging advantage of this 
situation. 

Through its radio and agents 
within the country, it never ceases 
to emphasize that there is more,

One of these .ard facts is that 
American women no longer wear 
silk stockings.

The 
bulk of this trade was in raw 
silk. ‘Now, thanks to nylon and 
other silk substitutes, the raw silk, 
wound with magic skill from the 
mulberry cocoons by the tiny Jap- 
anese factory girls, is piling up in 
warehouses in Yokohama and 
other ports. 

Population Increasing. 

Another hard fact is that with a 
population of 80,000,000 there are 
already too many Japanese in Ja- 
pan. And according to American 
experts, if the present rate of pop- 
ulation growth continues, there 
will be more than 100,000,000 Jap- 
anese by 1975—perhaps 150,000,000. 

There is, whatever the moral 
considerations, only one practical 
answer to this almost cancerous 
population growth. That is birth 
control. Curiously enough, Japan 
is perhaps the only country in the 
world which has consciously lim- 
ited its population in the past. In 
the long period of isolation, the 
Shoguns kept the population at a 
steady 28,000,000 by a brutal ex- 
pedient. Japanese midwives were 
important Government servants, 
and they had the gruesome task 
of strangling the excess popula- 
tion at birth. According to Nora

All around the globe, war-weary men and 
women have reason to be profoundly thankful 
for the news about Germany. No such good tid- 
ings have come from that battered, confused 
land since the night when the Nazi emissaries 
signed the wnconditional surrender at Gen. 
Eisenhower’s forward headquarters just four 
years ago this week. 

The joint agreement to lift the Russian block- 
ade of Berlin and the counter blockade set up by 
the Western democracies does not remove all the 
differences among the four occupying powers. 
Grave differences remain between the East and 
West in outlook, in attitude, in method. Indeed, 
there are differences among the Western powers 
themselves. But the burning fuse has been 
stepped on, and that fire at least is out. 

How close the world may have come to World 
War III in the year since Berlin was first block- 
aded for rail and highway entry, only time itself 
can tell. Those who have lived close to the dan- 
ger can appreciate fully what it has been like. 
Always there was the risk that an incident 
would occur. Always there was the hazard that 
someone would grow impatient and make the 
move that all the world would regret. 

When the air lift came Thto being, it turned 
back the spectre of hunget and cold which had 
stalked among the Berliters. Yet it increased 
the chances that a clash might occur. When 
1400 allied flights occurred in a 24-hour period 
along narrow air lanes, no one could be sure 
what tragedy any moment might see. 

This is a victory above all else for patience. 
Secretaries Byrnes, Marshall and Acheson in 
turn have worked steadily and calmly to lessen 


the breach between Russia and the United States _ 
—the breach which yawned wide almost as soon‘ 


as V-J day had come and gone. So have their 
counterparts in England and France, leaders like 
Bevin and Bidault and Schuman, worked with 
understanding to avoid a conflict. 

If this is a victory for patient diplomats, it is 
also a victory for Lt. Gen. Lucius D. Clay, our 
military commander in Germany since March 29, 
1949. Gen. Clay has made his mistakes, but 
precipitateness in dealing with the Russians has 
not been one of them. Without suffering Ameri- 
can prestige to be lowered, he has avoided the 
breaks that many a military man might have 
risked. Gen. Clay has earned the relief which 
he will receive when he comes home May 15. 
As President Truman says, “his name will al- 
ways be associated with one of the toughest 
tasks and accomplishments in Américan history.” 


After the blockade is lifted comes a meeting 
of the four powers on the future of Germany. 
Though this is the part of the joint agreement 
which helps Russia save face, it is equally wel- 
come to the Western democracies. In the end, 
Germany must be considered as an economic 
and social whole, not as dismembered parts. 
When this meeting is held, the intent of the 
Kremlin will be clearer. There is no need today 
to fix motives. 

What counts now is that a seemingly hopeless 
situation has been won back. Edmund Burke 
said that “our patience will achieve more than 
our force.” In an age of atomic energy, we can- 
not trust to patience alone, but that it can reap 
peace has just been demonstrated before an un- 
easy world. 


How Much Longer, Mr. Truman? 

Writing on the cruder aspects of politics in 
Washington, Arthur Krock, astute political. an- 
alyst of the New York Times, takes up President 
Truman’s obstinate efforts to put over the re- 
jected Mon Wallgren for the highly important 
chairmanship of the National Security Resources 
Board. 

Like all persons conversant with Mon Wall- 
gren’s record and capabilities, and with the vital 
nature of the NSRB post, Mr. Krock deplores 
Mr. Truman’s backing of his genial but inef- 
fective old friend. Mr. Krock takes cognizance 
of the report that if the President will stand 
firm behind Mon Wallgren until December, ex- 
pected changes in the membership of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee will result in a 
favorable report on his nomination. This is in 
line with what a columnist wrote recently: 
“He (Truman) has got his Missouri stubbornness 
up and, in effect, he has told those who inquire 
that he hasn’t the slightest intention of with- 
drawing the Wallgren nomination. In fact, he 
will leave it before the Senate until the paper it 
is written on rots away.” 

Mr. Truman has always been known for his 
extreme loyalty to old friends. Such devotion is 
admirable until it is carried too far. Mr. Tru- 
man has carried it too far. The NSRB has been 
without a permanent chairman for four months. 
The Wallgren nomination was tabled on March 
15. Surely Mr. Truman cannot intend to let the 
chairmanship of this vital defense unit lie idle 
much longer. As an Army officer in World 
War I and as President during the closing days 
of World War II, he should know the value of 
preparedness. He has spoken again and again 
for national defense. On April 6, 1947, he said 
at Jefferson City: “If we cut down the effective- 
ness of our armed forces, we run the risk of 
wasting both money and lives.” 

Mr. Truman’s stubborn loyalty to Mon Wall- 
gren already has reduced the value of an agency 
intended to formulate plans for integrating Gov- 
ernment, business, resources and manpower for 
possible war. This does not jibe with what he 
has preached. 
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‘The Death Trap of the Open Hole 


. Berkeley City residents are very justifiably 
aroused about two open abandoned wells in a 
field where many of their children play. They 
want no such tragedy as that of Kathy Fiscus, 
the little girl at San Marino, Calif., who fell 
down the pipe of an abandoned well and was 
killed. 

It is hard to believe that anyone would leave 
open holes such as those found in Berkeley City

of water. Few people are so foolish or irre- 
sponsible that they would think of leaving a 
loaded gun in a field, or a live bomb, or a plank- 
ful of sharp nails—yet a deep open hole is 
equally dangerous. 

When covered over with weeds, as was the 
one which trapped Kathy Fiscus to her death, 
a child could hardly take precautions enough to 
be safe against it. Open sewers are a common 
type of similar hazard. 

Such negligence has already cost young lives 


The Crime of Serving Too Well 
Let us suppose that there is some substance to 

the complaint that the Missouri Highway Com- 
mission is not responsive enough to rural needs. 
Suppose, that is, that there is a worthy motive 
in the road bill—a better motive than the obvi- 
ous desire of county politicians to spend gas tax 
money they have not raised, and the equally ob- 
vious desire of the Missouri Farmers’ Associa- 
tion to take credit for improving the country 
byways at no cost to the farmers who live on 
them. Nevertheless, the rural road aid bill being 
dragooned through the Legislature has a bad 
odor. :

The measure now earmarks money to 
be spent by county courts, and this is plainly 
against the spirit of the 1945 Constitution. The 
politicians have tried to doctor it up to meet the 
strict letter of the Constitution, but even if they 
have accomplished this, the bill is a slap in the 

_ face for the majority of 232,000 who voted down 
the Curry amendment to earmark gas tax 
money. 

If a fair complaint of unresponsiveness is 
intermixed with the selfish motives and the 
shady maneuvers to set aside the majority will, 
the Highway Commission can be ordered to cor- 
rect its shortcomings. But the commission re- 
mains the only agency that can serve the inter- 
ests of both the country people who will get the 
roads and the town and city people who will pay 
three-fourths of the bill in their gas taxes. 

In its immoderate efforts to remove control 
from the commission, the Smith Administration 
proposes to dismiss a stanch protector of state- 
wide interests for the reason that someone ob- 
jects to the cut of its jib. The greater reason, 
of course, and the commission’s real offense, is 
that it protects statewide interests and resists 
local pork-barrelers so well. 
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New Start.on the Riverfront 

Mayor Darst is to be commended wholeheart- 
edly on his first move with respect to the devel- 
opment of the riverfront. This move is to 
begin negotiations leading to the removal of the 
elevated tracks which now mar the expanse be- 
tween that National Park Service’s area and the 
Mississippi. The city, the Terminal Railroad 
Association and the Federal Government’s rep- 
resentatives need to be brought together. The 
Mayor’s plan will achieve something too long 
delayed. 

Supported by Representative Sullivan’s bill to 
make removal of the tracks a condition to any 
grant of federal funds, the Darst Administration 
should be able to make up for much of the time 
which has been lost. The best role of the Termi- 
nal is to see how helpful it can be to the city 
out of which it has made its profits. 
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Brannan Plan Footnote 

Marquis Childs believes the Brannan farm 
plan is much too challenging to be dismissed 
without searching examination on the merits. In 
his otherwise perceptive column on the subject 
today, however, he does not go quite to the 
heart of the matter in quoting Senator Aiken's 
question: “Can we, with a clear conscience, deny 
the same guarantee of satisfactory income to 
other groups of our population?” 

The answer is, we think, Yes. The Govern- 
ment long ago gave business and urban labor 
great powers to stake out, enlarge and collect 
their claims from the national income. The cor- 
poration laws have fostered vast aggregations 
of power to raise prices. Labor has gained a 
similar power to raise wages through the laws of 
collective bargaining. Lacking this ability to 
act collectively, farmers were squeezed to the 
verge of bankruptcy by the superior power of 
industrial capital and labor. So the Hoover 
Administration, and then the New Deal, under- 
took to restore their share in the national in- 
come by Government action. 

So far, the Government has supported prices, 
but prices can be supported only by creating 
scarcities—by killing little pigs or by putting 
mountains of eggs in storage. The Brannan plan 
is designed to support farmers’ income instead 
of farmers’ prices, ending the artificial scarci- 
ties and at the same time bringing cheaper food 
to the tables of moderate-income people in the 
cities. 

Senator Aiken’s question is 20 years late. The 
Government can quit trying to uphold the in- 
come of farmers only when it breaks up the 
large corporations and labor unions, and that 


isn’t in sight. 
With this footnote, let the debate proceed. 
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Omen for School Mergers 

Residents of an extensive area in west cen- 
tral St. Louis County are raising Old Ned with 
the County Board of Education. And if the 
board is wise, it will be delighted. 

The question is rural school consolidation. 
Teen-age children of the neighborhood have 
long been shipped many miles to high schools 
in Kirkwood, Clayton and Eureka. The county 
board proposes a merger of 15 little school dis- 
tricts of the area, but the consolidated district 
still would not have the means to support a 
good high school. Therefore, the parents held 
a mass meeting, scolded the board—and began 
canvassing alternative merger ideas that would 
justify a high school. | 

The county board’s plan set off this activity. 
If the community and the board get together 
and they both try hard enough, the thing might 
be worked out. 

When the Legislature launched the county 
education boards, the law seemed a milk-and- 
water measure because it lacked penalties for 
refusal to consolidate. If events to date in this 
St. Louis county community are any criterion 
for the state as a whole, the law also contains 
a strong stimulation: an ability to stir people out 
of their apathy and feeling of futility, putting 
them the first long step toward solving their 
problem.

An Editorial From Armed Force 


The Navy had braced itself, figuratively 
“waiting for the other shoe to drop,” since 
the day Louis Johnson took office as Sec- 
retary of Defense. It was obvious and in- 
escapable that whatever gains he made in 
the direction of a more tightly knit defense 
team could be accomplished only at the 
expense—and to the anguish—of the na- 
tion’s sea arm. When he scuttled the still- 
born supercarrier, he 
merely fulfilled the 
apprehensions of 
Navy adherents. 


It was neither un- 

natural nor illogical 

that the Navy should 

have tried, since the 

end of the war, to es- 

tablish itself in fields 

and functions which 

would most nearly 

justify the mainte- 

nance of a vast es- John L. Sullivan 
tablishment commensurate with its his- 
tory, traditions and abilities. When the 
tempers and passions stirred up by the car- 
rier fracas have been mollified by time 
and perspective, however, it probably will 
be seen that the Navy was guilty of in- 
discretion, if not tactical and psychological 
error, by trying to “move in” on a mission 
already pre-empted by a sister service. 


They Forced the Issue 


The Navy's bullheaded determination 
to proceed with its giant carrier left 
the Air Force with no alternative other 
than to force a decision on the issue. More- 
over, all the double-talk in the Washington 
lexicon couldn’t conceal the fact that the 
supercarrier could be justified only on the 
basis of its worth as a floating base for 
strategic bombing. 


On this issue alone, the Navy never had 
more than a moderate chance for success: 
it also failed to include in its calculations 
that unknown “X” factor, the harassed 
citizen taxpayer who, fed up with service 
rivalries, feuds and a bulging defense budg- 
et, has subsequently shown no noticeable 
unhappiness over Col. Johnson’s decision. 


It can be conceded that the Defense Sec- 
retary handled the situation in a fashion 
scarcely designed to serve as a model of 
diplomacy and tact. The charge that he 
was not acquainted with the issues in- 
volved is insupportable on the evidence. 


In Fairness to Johnson 


He, along with Congress and the read- 
ing public, was well apprised of the Navy’s 
position. He was also aware of the Navy’s 
skill in lobbying and pressure tactics, and 
it is not improbable that his summary, ar- 
bitrary action was an attempt to forestall 
any further delay or stalling, and to thwart 
pressure and congressional heckling. 


Mr. Sullivan’s pique and petulance, while 
understandable and, in many ways, justi- 
fiable, cannot be said to have done either 
him or the Navy any lasting good. It was 
a display of temperament which could have 
won public sympathy only if his apparent 
premise of Navy infallibility were generally 
accepted. Unhappily, despite wishful think- 
ing on the part of certain overly zealous 
Navy personnel, no such acceptance of the 
Navy's infallibility is widely held. 


If morale in the Navy has indeed been 


harmed by the incident, a proposition which 
is open to question, it can be ascribed chief- 
ly to disappointment over failure success- 
fully to execute a coup which probably 
never should have been attempted. A sur- 
prisingly large number of loyal Navy men 
didn’t give a damn about the supercarrier, 
except as a symbol of Navy prestige. 

No amount of salve and palaver is going 
to soothe, at the moment or for some time 
to come, Navy feelings which have been 
injured by the incident. It may have served 
a useful purpose, however, if it results in 
the reorientation of Navy thinking and 
planning into fields of equal importance 
insofar as national security is concerned, 
but with less potential for friction with the 
other services. 


A Job for Each Service 


Whatever unexpended funds finally are 
salvaged from the supercarrier fiasco, for 
example, might profitably and legitimately 
be plowed back into research and develop- 
ment, for attack aircraft prototypes or to 
explore further the problems of anti-sub 
warfare. 

As matters now stand, the USAF is ir- 
revocably committed to the doctrine of 
long-range strategic bombardment. The 
Navy is pre-eminent in the employment of 
single-engined craft flying and fighting 
from the decks of carriers. Marine Air ex- 
cels in the field of tactical bombardment, 
the close support of ground combat. 


Armed Force returns to a theme which 
it propounded several weeks ago. Why, in 
& properly integrated, co-ordinated defense 
team, couldn’t these three separate air 
forces be utilized on suitable occasions to 
support, supplement and complement each 
other? 


A More Attractive Package 


At the least, this would be a far more at- 


tractive package to sell Congress and the 
taxpayers than the present unseemly urge 
of any one to absorb or dominate the rest. 
At the most, it seems capable of producing 
an air defense team geometrically stronger 
because of the opportunity thus afforded 
for concentration on a specialty useful in 
the overall picture. 


To those who would shrug off such a pro- 
posal on the grounds that it isn’t practical, 
an answer can be given that a joint maneu- 
ver of this type, employing to best advan- 
tage the capabilities of each category of 
air power, has never been attempted. Armed 
Force has been told by a reliable source, 
but is not in a position to prove, that ex- 
actly this kind of joint maneuver was pro- 
posed about two years ago by the USAF 
in an attempt to explore its possibilities, 
but that the project was dropped because 
of Navy objections. When maneuvers are 
staged with the Army, the Navy, the Air 
Force and the Marines working as co-equal 
parts of a military, naval and air team, 
then it can be truly said that the genuine 
unification is within reach. 


Between Book Ends 


The Wisdom of the Heart 


THE MOMENT OF TRUTH, by Storm Jameson. (Mac- 
millan, 179 pgs., $2.50.) 

In “The Moment of Truth” Miss Jame- 
son asks the reader to assume that Eng- 
land has fought an unsuccessful war with 
a great continental power and is about to 
be overrun by the enemy. At 4 bleak, iso- 
lated northern airport which is still uncap- 
tured, a group of twelve—men and women 
—persons are awaiting an airplane bound 
for the United States. Whoever boards the 
plane will be transported to safety and the 
possibility of continuing the fight against 
the enemy from a new trans-Atlantic base. 
Whoever stays behind will face possible 
death, imprisonment or—at the very least 
—the humiliations of a long foreign occu- 
pation. The expected plane will be the 
last to escape; and it can carry only five 
passengers. 

Who shall go; and why? As the airfield 
is still under military control the ranking 
officer in the group has the power, pre- 
sumably, to make the fatal choices on a 
basis of military necessity. This particu- 
lar officer is not disposed to assert his 
rank so the decision finally is left to the 
individual conscience of each member of 
the group. Such, in any case, is the effect 
of the debate which goes on in twos or 
threes openly at times and guardedly at 
othezs. And finally those who want to go 
or are willing to go are those that take the 
places in the plane without protest or 
violence from the ones that remain.

The decision is not easy except for two 
persons; one a writer who blandly assumes 
—or pretends to assume—that his value to 
society is so obvious that no one would 
question it; and the other a young soldier 

who turns out to be 
a Communist and 
who wants to have a 
part in building up 
“the new order.” The 
others must face 
squarely the most 
basic questions 
(What am I worth to 
myself and what use 
am I to mankind?) 
and answer them 
according to their 
natures.

Storm Jameson tion that reflect these 
self-searchings, works up into an arresting 
discourse on varying conceptions of duty, 
honor and loyalty.

Yet, in the 
end he elects to stay because he cannot 
bear to be separated from his wife.

Dangerous Precedent? 


Brannan believes that the farm- 
ers out in the country will go for 
his plan in spite of the complaints 
of the heads of most farm or- 
ganizations.

A plea for more citizen partici- 
pation in government was voiced 
here yesterday by Carter W, At- 
kins, executive director of the 
Connecticut Public Expenditure 
Council, before the annual meet- 
ing of the Governmental Research 
Institute at Hotel Statler. : 

Former director of the local in- 
stitute, a privately-financed fact- 
finding organization, from its be- 
ginning in 1923 until he assumed 
his present duties in 1938, Atkins 
enthusiastically indorsed the New

he remarked. 

He contrasted the great advances 
made in science in the past 10 
years with the relative dormant 
state of governmental science. 
“Government has becqme about 
the biggest thing on earth but it 
has not grown proportionately bet- 
ter,” he observed, 

“Yet,” he added, “it is not be- 
cause we lack the know-how to 
make government more econom- 
ical and more efficient. Why is it 
that our states and municipalities 
have not put into effect the excel- 
lent constitutions and charters 
that we are capable of writing?” 
he asked. 

Lists Two Reasons. 

The two reasons he listed were 
indifference to conditions as they 
are and resistance to change, “The 
first lies at the doorstep of the 
citizen—the second is inherent in 
our political system,” he said. 

He noted with approval the re- 
ports of the Hoover Commission 
on reorganization of the federal 
government. “These reports in- 
dicate that three billion dollars 
could be saved without sacrific- 
ing any present services. Yet, 
after a visit to Washington ré& 
cently, I concluded little of the 
program would be adopted this 
year and that it will be a long 
‘time before the major part of it 
is put into effect,” he said. 

“The role of the citizen’ must be 
a dynamic one. He must acquaint 
economy and efficiency in govern- 
ment and he must get acquainted 
with those officials who are try- 
ing to put those principles into 
practice. 

Pressures for Spending. 

“I have been deeply disturbed 
by recent talks with members of 
Congress who tell me the pres- 
sures for spending are growing 
ever heavier while the pressures 
for economy are light. If there 
is one thing we as citizens can 
do it is to support the proposals 
of the Hoover Commission, There 
are all too few supporters on that 
side of the fence and all too many 
on the other side,” he concluded. 

Victor D. Brannon, director of 
the institute, reviewed its work 
in the past year, noting that much 
of the preliminary work on char- 
ter revision leading to the selec- 
tion of boards of freeholders in 
the city and:St. Louis county had 
been done by the institute. Arm- 
strong Chinn, president of the 
Terminal Railroad Association of 
St. Louis, was elected a trustee 
to serve out the unexpired term 
of the late James W. Harris.

Pilots and mechanics were in- 
terviewed at Templehof Airfield 
while they grabbed a quick bite 
at a mobile canteen before re- 
turning to bases in western Ger- 
many. 

While they hailed the news that 
the blockade would lifted May 
12 as a victory ror Ge Western 
Powers and airpower, they all 
agreed it would be 4 mistake -to 
halt the air lift. 

Lt. Charles White of Boise, 
Idaho, said: 


sians might blockade us again. 
Once is enough.” 

White racked up 35 missions in 
flying Liberators from _ British 
bases against German targets in 
Europe and has spent three 
months on the air lift. 

“Tragic Mistake.” 

Capt. Gilbert Preston of Los An- 
geles, a veteran of 50 missions 
over the hump between India and 
China, said he was ready to do 
an equal number on the lift. He 
said it would be a “tragic mistake 
to disperse all over the world the 
air transport fleet collected to 
supply Berlin.” 

“Let’s keep it here,” he said, “or 
at least a good part of it—in case 
we need it again.” 

Lt. Joe Thiaville of Lexington, 
Mass., who has flown 95 missions 
to Berlin. in the last five months, 
said: “I’m a pilot. But I know 
that the Russians never change 
their aims. They just change their 
tactics. When they seem to give 
in, it’s just’ a lull.”

As the flyers spoke, cargoes that 


kept 2,500,000 western Serliners 
alive Were being unloaded’ from 
their planes by sweating steve- 
dores. Four-engine C-54s were 
coming in at three-minute inter- 
vals and officials predicted the 
air lift this week would set a new 
tonnage record for the third 
straight week. 

(In Washington, Air Force offi- 
cials indicated today that the air- 
lift setup will be kept in standby 
condition until it is reasonably 
certain Russia has no plans to 
set up another sudden roadblock 
to Berlin, the Associated - Press 
reported, This action, it was felt, 
would inspire the Russians to live 
up to their agreement.) 


How Lift Started. 


Two B-17 Flying Fortresses 
started the air lift eight days 
after the Russians imposed their 
total blockade on June 19, 1948. 
They landed at Tempelhof with 
the first supplies for the residents 
of western Berlin. Then other 
planes came—from the United 
States, Alaska, the Canal Zone, 
the Pacific—and. daily tonnages 
climbed to 2000 tons, 3000 tons 
and finally passed 12,000 . tons. 

Keeping a city supplied for the 
first time in history almost total- 
ly by air cost 50 lives—27 Ameri- 
can and 23 British. But it saved 
2,500,000 from possible starvation 
and Russian domination. 

American planes in the air lift 
have flown more than 55,000,000 
miles—which means that the 
planes and their crews were in 
the air, under some of the worst 
weather and air traffic conditions 
the world affords, for 375,000 
hours. They had carried 1,159,948 
tons of cargo into Berlin from 
June 26, 1948, until the close of 
business at midnight Tuesday. The

From the production workers’ 
standpoint, the situation on the 
assembly line is as important as 
wages and hours because it de- 
termines how fast he has to work 
and sets the pattern for his work- 
ing environment. It represents 
a practical condition that, as now 
evidenced, does not admit of de- 
lay in tringing about a settlement 
when a dispute arises. In Some 
cases, involving tasks requiring 
unusual physical stamina, the as- 
sembly line rate may determine 
the number of years that a work- 
er may remain on that job. 

Ratio of Manpower to Output. 

Recognizing inevitability of 
technological advances in the 
highly competitive automobile in- 
dustry, the union takes the posi- 
tion that there must be a main- 
tenance of the ratio of manpower 
to the speed of assembly lines, 
The more speed, the more Men.

BAKED CHEESE WITH APPLES 


Four cups thinly sliced tart 
peeled apples, two tablespoons 
sugar, two cups fine soft bread 
crumbs, four tablespoons melted 
butter, one-half pound grated ched- 
dar cheese, one cup apple juice, 
one large, unpeeled apple. 

Mix apples with sugar. Com- 
bine bread crumbs and melted but- 
ter and mix well.

One cup seedless raisins, one- 
half cup unstrained orange juice, 
one-half cup granulated sugar, 
two tablespoons butter or margar- 
ine, one teaspoon grated orange 
rind, one package hot roll mix. 

Rinse raisins and drain thor- 
oughly. Combine orange juice and 
sugar and boil 10 minutes or until 
thickened. Remove from heat and 
stir in butter, rind and raisins. 
Cool. Prepare hot roll mix as 
directed on package. Turn dough 
out onto floured board and roll to 
rectangle about 12x18 _ inches. 
Spread raisin-orange mixture over 
dough. Roll lengthwise as for 
jelly roll. Cut into one-inch slices 
with scissors. Place cut side down 
in greased pan (about 7x15 inches). 
Cover and let rise in warm place 
until doubled in bulk, about one 
hour and 15 minutes.

An epicure has said that a per 
fect poached egg is a work of ari 
and a rarity. 

Perfection in poaching calls 
first for top quality eggs. Th« 
choice is either a Grade AA ol! 
Grade A egg, because most of its 
white is thick and stands up wel 
around a firm high yolk. This 
thick white holds the egg in shape 
so it does not spread or scatter ir 
the cooking water, and it gives the 
yolk a veil of white after poach- 


ing. 

A perfect. poached egg is ten- 
der, upstanding and compact in 
shape without rough edges. For 
tenderness, cook at low heat. Boil- 
ing toughens the white. Rough 
bubbling may break it up. 

To keep the shapeliness of the 
egg, shell it just before poaching 
because even the finest egg tends 
to flatten on standing. Break the 
egg into a saucer. Have enough 
water to cover ready and boiling 
in a shallow pan. Add salt, if de- 
sired. Then swirl the water rapid- 
ly with a spoon before slipping 
the egg in. This sets the edge into 
an even round shape. Remove the 
pan from the heat immediately. 
Cover and let stand about five 
minutes—or to the desired done- 
ness, 

Lift the egg out of the water 
gently with a perforated spoon or 
other device to drain off. the 
water. 

There are many ways to serve 
poached eggs in springtime meals 
besides the familiar “on toast” or 
“on corned beef hash.”

Von Weizsaecker. Weizsaecker, 
according to the irate , McCarthy, 
had been an undercover ageht for 
American intelligence since 1936, 
and yet was sentenced “for get- 
ting too chummy with the Nazis.” 

“T would like to know what kind 
of morons—and I use the word 
advisedly—are running our mill- 

‘ tary tribunals over there,” Mc- 
Carthy demanded of no one in 
particular. 

“It was completely imbecilic— 
gentencing that man to prison, 
completely brainless. If we keep 
that sort of thing up we'H be 
unable to find undercover agents 
to do anything for us anywhere.” 

Two Senators Clash. 

Chairman Baldwin (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, of the subcommittee 
firmly pointed out that neither 
the Von Weizsaecker case nor 
the five hanged Germans came 
within the province of the com- 
mittee inquiry, which is restricted 
to the Malmedy trials. McCarthy 
countered by urging the commit- 
tee to enlarge its investigation to 
embrace all war crimes trials in 
Germany.

Americans who knew Peiping 
when it was one of the tourist 
meccas of the world would have 
a hard time picking up any of 


the old threads were they to re-/ 


turn there today. The architec- 
tural and cultural wonders of the 
old city are still there in all their 
ancient glory. .The life of the 
city possesses still much of its 
old time charm, but much that 
is old has been transformed. and 
much that is new has been added. 

In 38 years Peiping has run 
the full gamut of transition from 
an imperial capital to a Commu- 
nist political center. The silks 


cratic have given way in the 
streets to the rumpled blue and 
khaki uniforms of Communist 
soldiers and political workers. 
Simple Living Habits. 

As headquarters for the high 
command of the Chinese Com- 
munist party, Peiping has at- 
tracted many of these people, all 
of them in uniform. Since they 
get only two uniforms a year— 


mer—some of them look pretty 
faded. However, they regard this 
as a mark of distinction—a badge 
of their simple living habits and 
their affiliation with the common 
people. 

Women workers wear the same 
uniforms as the men and they 
often are distiriguishable from 
the men only by their shoulder. 
length haircuts. Curled hair is 
frowned on. , 

Walking through the streets of 
Peiping you get the impression 
that the country has moved to the 
city, as indeed it has. Arriving 
Communist soldiers are mostly 
country boys, strange to the ways 
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has reflected 
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of the big cities. They often hitch 
their horses along the main streets 
and the Wild West impression is 
accentuated by the penchant of 
many of them for wearing revol- 
vers at their hip. 

Then down the street is discov- 
ered a column of trucks and mo- 
torized artillery and you realize 
that the Communists are more 
than just guerrillas, they are a 
modernized fighting force. Their 
—— and behavior are excel- 

nt. 

The Communist passion for pro- 
paganda is everywhere evident in 
Peiping’s streets and lanes. Com- 
munist slogans painted in large 
characters on the walls shout the 
praises of Mao Tze-tung and the 
liberation army and vilify the 
Kuomintang and the imperialists. 
On Morrison street, known to all 
tourists who have ever visited 
Peiping, a Communist book store 
displays many hundreds of paper- 
bound volumes on a great variety 
of subjects ranging from “Ma- 
terlalistic Love” (a translation 
from the Russian) to the standard 
works of Mao Tze-tung. The shop 
is jammed with shoppers and 


browsers, nearly all young people. 
Hotels Taken Over. 
Peiping’s two world-famous ho- 
telsa—the Wagons Lits and the Ho- 
tel de Pekin—no longer cater to 


foreigners. They have been taken 


| over by the Communists as hostels 


for Communist officers and offi- 


| cials and their guests. Sentries 
| at the entrances block the entry 
| of all but authorized personnel.

NOT FAR below the State Park, the road 
winds along Old Mines Creek and the sprawling 
village of Old Mines, one of the oldest settlements 
in Missouri. Here the barytes or “tiff,” a mineral 
widely used for paint pigments, is still mined in 
large quantities. In the olden times, tiff was 
taken from shallow “diggings” equipped with 
a crude windlass and large wooden bucket. Some- 
times one man worked alone; but more often 


ore from 
while others hauled the bucket to the surface 


and emptied it. After a couple of wagon-loads 
had been accumulated it was hauled to near-by 
mills or to the railroad a few miles away. Today 
the shallow ore is uncovered by hydraulic mining, 
washed, and hauled to the mills. It is too bad 
that such operations leave behind them an ugly 
landscape of red-scarred soil, but perhaps it will 
be found that these may be planted back to 
grass or tree cover.

POTOSI has appeared too often in these col- 
umns to need extensive description. It is a typi- 
cally busy mountain town, drawing its trade 
from a wide back-country region, and especially 
busy on Saturdays. Also one of Missouri’s oldest 
settlements, it has lost some of its charm as 
modernization has overtaken it, but this seems 
the inevitable cost of what we like to call 
progress. It is a town with a rich history, most 
of it buried today under modern store-fronts of 
infinite shape and variety, yet worth turning 
aside to drive slowly along the side streets. Next 
town southward is Caledonia, settled somewhat 
later and by Scotch and English pioneers instead 
of by French miners. Here again, the old Pres- 
byterian Church, Methodist Institute and fine 
old homes are worth seeing. South and west 
from Caledonia lies Belleview—or Bellevue—Val- 
ley; 1 find the name spelled both ways in the 
old records. Here you are in the very heart of 
the Ozarks—for the St. Francis hills to east and 
south and west are the highest and oldest of the 
Ozark uplift. Granite and porphyry outcrops 
here—from which there has been perhaps 2000 
feet of erosion in past milleniums—plainly indi- 
cate how ancient are these hills. Yet in the 
valley itself, the igneous rock is still covered by 
its layer of deen limestone to form our rich

Squares of bread, fried in gar- 
lic butter and dusted with Parme- 
san cheese, go into the salad 
just before it is served. 

Marinate large chunks of 
chicken white meat in French 
dressing before putting it in with 
the greens. 

Add two tablespoons of brandy, 
two tablespoons of vinegar and 
six tablespoons of olive oil to a 
cup of regular French dressing. 

Add a teaspoon of sugar, a little 
onion juice, a hardboiled egg, 
chopped, four tablespoons of your 
favorite cheese and a teaspoon 
of chopped chives, green pepper 
and pimento to a cup of French 
dressing. 

A dab of strained honey, a little 
horseradish, chopped parsley and 
chives really do something to 
French dressing. 

Chopped sweet pickles lend a 
handsome touch to mayonnaise 
dressing. 

Caviar and anchovy filets make 
Plain old Mayonnaise a dressed- 
up something. 

Currant jelly and grated lemon 
peel, stirred into mayonnaise pro- 
duce an unusual affair. 

A sprinkling of capers is an 
aid to almost any dish of green 
goods,

The Secrets of Charm

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HERE’S one time when it 
pays to be a scheming woman. 
And that is whenever you are 
going to add something new to 
your wardrobe. If your clothes 
are going to accent your good 


"= points and underplay or counter- 


act your less attractive ones, you 
must choose your new acquisitions 
with a cool, calculating eye. 

Matching up your figure’s lines 
to the lines of the coat, suit or 
dress that is best for you seems 
difficult—until you learn how, and 
then it’s easy. 

Get out a piece of white tape 
or ribbon about two inches wide. 
Put on a plain dark dress and 
stand before your full length mir- 
row. I'll show you just what I 
mean. I'll show you how to lose 
10 pounds instantly! I'll show you 
just how easy it is to improve your 
figure by wearing the lines that 
are best for you. 

Hold the tape diagonally across 
your chest from the center of your 
left shoulder to the right side of 
your waistline. See how this line 
reduces the breadth of your bust? 

It’s amazing, isn’t it? But there 
is a very good reason for it. It’s 
because the eye unconsciously fol- 
lows a prominent line, It’s like 
following an arrow. Your eye can't 
resist travelling right along with 
it. So when you wear a dress with 


a diagonal line, the eye does not 
“see” your roundness. It notices 
the diagonal line that subtly cuts 
the breadth of your figure. 

You can do the same thing for 
your hips. Move your tape so it 
reaches from the left side of your 
waistline and passes across your 
right hip bone. Now it’s your hips 
that look smaller by several inches. 

Drop the tape line straight from 
your neckline to your hem, and 
you will see that it makes your en- 
tire figure appear taller and more 
slender. 

Hold the tape straight across 
your bust or hips, and you'll see 
how they immediately appear wid- 
er and heavier. 

Now, I'll admit you can’t go 
around wound up in white tape. 
But you can use these principles 
to choose clothes with the lines 
that are best for your figure. For 
instance, a surplus blouse, or suit 
that buttons on the diagonal will 
make your bust appear smaller. 
A dress that’s tucked diagonally 
across the abdomen has the effect 
of minimizing your hips. A dress 
with a strip or tuck straight across 
the chest will make a too small 
bust appear fuller.

Treatment 
Of Bursitis 


Discussed 
By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


URSITIS is a -very common, 
B paint and often disabling 

condition. A bursa is a gac- 
like space filled with fluid which 
is located at various parts of the 
limbs to help eliminate friction. 
Most bursa are located between 
joints or bones and surrounding 
tendons or ligaments. When the 
bursa becomes inflamed or infect- 
ed the condition is known as bur- 
sitis. 

Such conditions as “housemaid’s 
knee,” “miner’s elbow” and “ten- 
nis elbow” are forms of bursitis. 
In most cases the cause of the 
condition is obscure. However, any 
other infection in the body such 
as abscessed teeth, infected ton- 
sils, infected sinuses, etc., should 
be removed. 

Treatment consists of rest of 
the part involved (in some cases 
the affected part is too painful to 
move), hot applications, and drain- 
age if infection ig present. X-ray 
is beneficial in acute cases. If the 
condition becomes chronic, it may 
require surgery for relief of symp- 
toms. Bursitis affecting the shoul- 
der is particularly disabling, be- 
cause the arm is usually too pain- 
ful to move,

Many readers may feel that 
South “had a lot of nerve” in 
going to game on his tenuous 
holding, and indeed there is some 
justice in such an observation. 
However, the major share of re- 
sponsibility rested on North, not 
South. It was North who, by 
figuratively “begging” his partner 
to go on, really took the set. 
South, one of the first five 
masters of this country, realized 
that he was pushing a little, but 
he reasoned that his hand, though 
certainly not strong, was never- 
theless better than North had the 
right to expect, and so South bid 
the game rather than hang one 
trick short. 

The readers who strongly criti- 
cize South in this case, probably 
do not realize how aggressively 
North bid his hand. Hig first 
double was strong; his second 
double, in the face of South’s re- 
fusal to come in over one spade, 
was far stronger; and North’s 
final bid—his raise to three hearts 
—was the announcement of a 
powerhouse, Well, North had a 
good hand—but not that good! _ 


Rhubarb Upsidedowns 

Ingredients: Two cups rhubarb 
cut in one-inch pieces (one-half 
pound), grated rind of one orange, 
three-fourths cup sugar, one cup 
sifted enriched flour, one and one- 
half teaspoon baking powder, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one-fourth cup 
shortening, one-fourth cup sugar, 
one-half teaspoon vanilla, one egg, 
one-third cup milk. 

Method: Mix rhubarb, orange 
rind and one-half cup of the sugar 
together. Divide evenly into six 
greased custard cups. Sift to- 
gether flour, baking powder and 
salt. Cream shortening, sugar and 
vanilla until light and fluffy. Add 
egg and beat well. Add flour 
alternately with milk to creamed 
mixture, stirring only until smooth 
each time, and beginning and end- 
ing with flour. Drop batter on 
top of rhubarb, almost filling cus- 
tard cups. Bake in a moderate 
(375 degrees) oven for 30 minutes. 
Serve in dessert dishes with cream 
if desired or with an orange sauce.

ACH of us follows a pattern he sets for himself early in 

life, The time to modify that pattern and make it workable 

in a busy world of people and affairs is during the first 
six or seven years. What the child learns then is bound to_ 
influence his work, his behavior, his attitudes toward people. 

Children can be taught and they can be influenced toward 
acceptable standards although their heredity and environment 
must be considered. They must be thoughtfully considered 
and then the child must be trained so as to make the best of 
his gifts and the least of his weaknesses. That is what edu- 
cation means.

DURING the child’s early years this work is done largely 
by example and with the experiences the child has with peo- 
ple. When he finds that one way of behaving brings him 
approval he will accept that way. When he is spoken to with 
kindness in every tone and movement he learns to be kind in 
his turn. When the voice that addresses him is gentle with 
affection he learn'to talk that way. He does not do this con- 
sciously but he does it and in doing sets his life pattern. 

As he grows, his work and play and association with others 
will modify his nature still further. What people do, not what 
they say, impresses him and he will imitate them. What wins 
the approval of his group will be his chosen way. In this 
fashion, day by day, little by little, the pattern of his life is 
get and he will follow it with slight changes down the years.

THAT IS WHY we are concerned about the early life of 
the children, That is why we select the nursery school teach- 
ers with gtave sense of responsibility, Why we watch to make 
certain that the associations of the children of school age are 
healthy and will affect their attitudes and characters whole- 
gomely. Not that we would sterilize life for them but that we 
would try to see that they efijoy a well-balanced set of experi- 
ences that would set a wholesome life pattern in them, 

The early years are most important. Good radio programs, 
good pictures, good stories, fine books, good people are the 
strongest influences-in our society today. We should be alert 
to win them for the children under our care. We should use 
the forces of society for the children’s benefit: Church, school, 
and home must be as one on the side of children. There are 
many forces of evil waiting their chance. We should “get there 
first with the most.”

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MRS, LEO FRANK, WIFE OF THE 
CONDEMNED MAN, 


Leo Frank Was Convicted of Crime 
in Famous Trial, and Later Lynched, 
but Evidence Pointed to Others — 
Man Who Says He Knows Won't Tell

A grass rope, about a half inch in diameter, 


N a May morning in rural Georgia in 1915,‘a man’s body hung 
Qe an oak tree, 


had been thrown over a limb. The other end was tied to the 
base of a sapling 20 feet away. The man hung with his feet about 


four feet from the ground. A handkerchief had been knotted 
His body, from the waist up, was clad in a white pajama 


his face.

jacket. The sleeves of the jacket had been hacked at by souvenir 
hunters until both sleeves were gone as far as the elbows. 


The men who had done the 
hanging had gone. Now, word 
having spread, the crowd was be- 
ginning to appear. The sight of 
the body, swaying in the early 
morning breeze, made some of 
the women turn their heads away. 
Other women walked up to the 
packed mass of men, pushed their 
way through and looked without 
a quiver of an eyelash. 

One of the first arrivals had 
been a man in a frenzy of Ppas- 
sion. He was bareheaded, coat- 
less, his eyes blazing insanely. He 
ran through the crowd, ran up 
the body, threw up his hands and 
clenched his fists and shook them 
at the body. Then his hands 
would open and his fingers would 
writhe, and his fists would close 
again, and he would shake them 
at the body 

“Now we've ot you!” he 
screamed. “You won’t murder any 
more little innocent girls! We've 
got you now! We've got you now!” 

Yes, they had him. For more 
than two years they had been 
screaming for his blood—all the 


- ignorant, prejudiced, mean and 


misguided element of Atlanta and 
surrounding territory; and now 
Leo Frank was dead, hanging 
from a tree. His lynching cli- 
maxed one of the most obvious 
miscarriages of justice that ever 
perverted the principle of trial by 


» jury or spotlighted the horrors of 


trial by the mob. 

Leo Frank died ostensibly for 
the murder of a young girl named 
Mary Phagan. The case was a 
national sensation 35 years ago, 
and the name of the person who 


, actually killed Mary Phagan was 


a mystery. Now it appears it will 
remain a mystery. 

Arthur G. Powell, a former judge 
of the Georgia Court of Appeals, 
who claimed to be the one living 
person to know the name of the 
killer, has announced he will carry 
the secret to his grave. 

Interest in the case was revived 
in 1943 when Judge Powell wrote 
a book of reminiscences, Regard- 
ing the Frank case he wrote: “I 
am one of the few people who 
know that Leo Frank was inno- 
cent of the crime for which he 
was convicted and lynched, I 
know who killed Mary Phagan, 
but I know it in such a way that 
I can never honorably make the 
information public as long as cer- 
tain persons are still living. ... 
I expect to write down what I 
know and why I know it, seal. it 
and put it away, with the instruc- 
tion it is not to be opened until 
certain people are dead.”

T that time Powell was be- 
A siceea with requests to reveal 

the name, but he wouldn’t do 
it. Then, a few days ago, he an- 
nounced he had changed his mind 
about the sealed envelope. He 
had decided, he said, to let his 
secret die with him. No good, he 
said, could come from unearthing 
something which happened 560 
long ago. 

It happened 36 years ago last 
month, to be exact. At noon, on 
April 26, 1913, a 14-year-old girl 
named Mary Phagan went to the 
pencil factory in Atlanta to get her 
Pay. Mary was a good-looking 
girl. In fact, she was known as 
the best looking of the 100 girls 
who worked in the factory. Since 
it was a holiday — Confederate 
Day — the factory was closed. 
Also because it was a holiday, 
Mary was all dressed up. She 
later was going to watch the 
parade. The other girls had been 
paid the day before, but because 


of a shortage of materials in her 
department, Mary hadn't worked 
for several days, and she was 
picking up part time pay due h@. 
Because it-was a holiday, Leo 
Frank wag alone in his office on 
the second floor. Frank, superin- 
tendent of the factory, was 30 
years old, a graduate of Cornell, 
and a man of spotless reputation. 
But—he came from Brooklyn, not 
Atlanta, he employed cheap fe- 
male labor, he had a reputation 
for being shrewd and cold in busi- 
— dealings—and, he was a 
ew.

HEN Mary Phagan appeared, 

Frank testified, he asked her. 

her number—each girl had a 
number which appeared on her 
pay envelope. When she told him, 
he went to the safe, got her enve- 
lope and gave it to her. She de- 
parted and he went back to work 
on his books. He was the last 
one known to see her alive. 


Early Sunday morning her body 
was found by a Negro watchman, 
Newt Lee, in the factory base- 
ment. There was a deep cut on 
the head and cord tight around 
her neck. Her clothes were soiled 
with blood and cinders. Beside 
her were two notes, scribbled in 
childish handwriting on two 
sheets from an old scratch pad. 
One said: “Man that Negro hire 
down here did this. I went to— 
and he push me down that hole a 
long tall Negro black that hoo it 
wase. Long sleam and tall Negro. 
I write while play with me.” The 
other note: “He said he would 
love me, laid down, play like the 
night witch did it, but long tall 
Negro did by his self.” 


Frank and Newt Lee were ar- 
rested. Frank was extremely 
nervous, and it was brought out 
that he had called up Newt Lee 
on Saturday, something he had 
never done before. The police con- 
sidered it highly suspicious, even 
though it explained that Frank 
had let Lee off for the afternoon, 
something he had never done be-. 
fore, and had called later, when 
Lee got back to the plant, to see 
if everything was all right. 

Then the Atlanta Constitution 
published an affidavit, given the 
police by a woman dive-keeper. 
She claimed that on the evening 
of the murder Frank had called 
frantically wanting a room. She 
quoted him as saying he had a 
young girl, and that it was a 
matter of life and death. She 
later repudiated the statement and 
said the police Had got her drunk 
and made her sign it. A lot of 
other statements were made and 
later repudiated, but the ball had 
started rolling. From this point 
on Leo Frank’s fate seemed to 
have about it a sort of horrible 
inevitability which even Frank 
himself must have felt. 

The story swept over Atlanta 
that Frank was a degenerate. The 
William J. Burns agency, which 
had been called into the case by 
Frank’s friends, offered $50,000 for 
evidence of just one black mark 
on Frank’s character, and even 
though thousands of voices were 
yelling “pervert” and “degene- 
rate,” not one person came forth 
to claim the money. . 


By this time irresponsible people 
were making affidavits and re- 
tracting them, extra after extra 
appeared on the streets, and the 
public became convinced that 
Frank was the murderer. So did the 
police, Between them the news- 
papers and the police had con-

victed Frank before he ever went 
to trial. 

One newspaper, beginning to 
wonder if he were getting a fair 
deal, paused in its frenzy and 
asked the question editorially. In 
24 hours its circulation dropped 
15,000, It didn’t make such a mis- 
take again. 

An “expert” at the bank said the 
handwriting on the notes was tha 
of Newt Lee. Another “expert” at 
another bank said it was Frank’s, 
A third “expert” at a third bank 
said it was the work of a shrewd 
and intelligent man disguised to 
appear to be the writing of an 
ignorant person. 

' The facts were that the notes 
were written by Jim Conley, 
sweeper at the factory. Conley was 
a short, heavy Negro of below 
normal intelligence. An ex-convict, 
he had a reputation for obscenity 
and brutality. 

' Conley, it came out, had been 
seen lurking around the factory 
stairs, and on Monday he was dis- 
covered trying to wash some 
stains out of a shirt. But the 
police never tried to find out what 
the stains were. Neither, appar- 
ently, did they make tests of 
bloody fingerprints found on a 
door panel. Instead, the police 
used Conley as an instrument with 
which to convict Frank. 

Conley had sworn he couldn't 
read or write. It was Frank him- 
self who, when he heard this in 
his jail cell, informed the police 
otherwise. But the police withheld 
the knowledge from the grand 
jury which indicted Frank. In fact, 
the police did an effective job of 
obstructing justice. When friends 
of Frank, seeing he had no chance 
with the police, employed the 
Pinkerton agency, the police had 
the Pinkerton charter revoked in 
Atlanta and ran the operatives 
out of town. A Burns detective, 
employed by others. barely es- 
caped with his life at the hands 
of a mob, 

By the time the trial started the 
people were worked into a fury of 
excitement and prejudice. The bat- 
tle cry was “hang the Jew.” Sober 
and fairminded citizens who felt 
some doubt about Frank’s guilt 
soon found it wise not to express 
it. A business boycott would be the 
least they would suffer.

prosecution relied upon Con- 

ley’s testimony. There was 
every indication that the police 
had worked long and hard with 
him, froning out discrepanties 
and implausibilities in his sto- 
ries. He told four different 
stories before the trial, and 
even with all their efforts, he 
told an almost new story at the 
trial, The gist of it was that 
Frank had made him stand guard 
while he had the Phagan girl in 
his office, and that Frank had 
compelled him to write the two 
notes. One policeman even ad- 
mitted on examination that the 
police had put in a great deal of 
effort with Conley to make his 
story stand up. 

A person reading a transcript 
of the testimony might say that 


T HE trial lasted 30 days. The 


Frank was convicted on the Con- 
ley testimony, bit the truth is he 
wasn’t convicted by Conley or the 
jury or the judge or the prose- 
cutor. He was convicted by the 
mob, which held a shotgun on the 
whole works during the entire 
trial. Judge L. S. Roan got 72 
threatening letters during the 
trial. Every member of the jury 
got letters and telephone Calls. 
All were to the same effect: 
“Hang the Jew, or we'll hang 
you.” 

The courtroom was jammed 
every day, people sat in the win- 
dows, and outside they filled the 
lawh and watched as well as they 
could through the windows, The 
rumors continued. People said 
wealthy Jews all over the country 
had built up a mammoth slush 
fund for the defense. The specta- 
tors applauded, jeered and laughed 
during the trial. William Green, 
Conley’s attorney, abandoned him 
in disgust, saying he was con- 
vinced the Negro, not Frank, was 
guilty, and as a result was 
threatened with his life. 

No defendant in a Georgia crim- 
inal case may testify under oath 
in his own behalf. But he may 
make a statement not under oath 
to the jury. His own lawyers 
are not allowed to examine him, 
and opposition lawyers never 
cross-examine for fear of what the 
witness, not being under oath, may 


say. 

Frank made a four-hour state- 
ment to the jury. When he had 
finished some of them had tears 
in their eyes. They may have 
been tears of pity. Or they may 
have been tears of mingled pity, 
chagrin and frustration. Because 
no matter how they felt about his 
guilt or innocence, there was but 
one verdict they could return. “It 
was known,” said the Atlanta 
Journal later, “that a verdict of 
acquittal would start a riot that! 
would shock the country and 
cause the streets to run with 
blood.” 

Said one juror: “We were con- 
vinced that if we didn’t convict 
Frank, we wo@gld never get home 
alive.” Said Frank’s lawyer: “If 
Christ and his angels came down 
here and assured this jury that 
Frank was innocent, they would 
bring in a verdict of guilty.” 

The_mob’s man of the hour was 
Hugh M. Dorsey, the prosecutor. 
Dorsey, seeing a chance to make 
a reputation, made the most of 
it. An idea of how he operated 
is best gained from his summing 
up, which could hardly be called 
an appeal to reason. On the con- 
trary, it was a flagrant attempt 
to inflame the jury. He referred 
to Frank as a “fiend” and 
“degenerate.” Then he held up
